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Isaac  Foster  Mack,  Jr. 

Isaac  Foster  Mack,  Jr.  was  born  in  Greece,  Monroe  county, 
New  York,  August  i,  1857.  At  the  age  of  nine  years  the  family 
moved  to  Decatur,  Greene  county,  Wisconsin.  Here  Mr.  Mack 
entered  the  common  schools  and  later  enrolled  as  a student  in  Beloit 
College,  where  he  studied  for  three  years.  He  then  came  to  Ober- 
lin and  began  work  in  Oberlin  College,  where  he  was  a member  of 
the  junior  class  when  the  War  broke  out.  He  left  the  class  room 
and  enlisted  in  Company  C.,  Seventh  Regiment,  Ohio  Vblunteer 
Infantry,  a company  composed  almost  entirely  of  college  students. 

In  the  battle  of  Cross  Lanes,  West  Virginia,  in  August,  1861, 
Mr.  Mack  was  taken  prisoner,  escaping  once  with  a comrade,  but 
shortly  afterward  was  recaptured  while  trying  to  swim  the  Gauley 
river.  He  was  first  confined  in  Libby  prison,  Richmond,  Virginia, 
four  months,  then  in  the  Old  Parish  prison  at  New,  Orleans,  and 
later  at  Salisbury,  North  Carolina.  From  this  prison  he  was  paroled 
after  confinement  of  one  year,  a physical  wreck. 

At  the  close  of  the  war  Mr.  Mack  returned  to  Oberlin  and  re- 
entered College,  receiving  in  due  time  the  degrees  of  Bachelor 
and  Master  of  Arts.  He  then  read  lawi  at  Janesville,  Wisconsin., 
and  at  Chicago,  Illinois,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  of  Wisconsin, 
practicing  law  for  a time  at  Broadhead.  Later  he  became  the  pro- 
prietor of  the  Broadhead  Independent,  a newspaper  founded  by 
his  father.  In  1868  he  disposed  of  this  paper  and  went  to  Wash- 
ington, D.  C.  as  correspondent  of  several  of  the  Chicago  news- 
papers. 

In  March,  1869,  Mr.  Mack  came  to  Sandusky,  Ohio  and  pur- 
chased a half  interest  in  the  Register,  and  two  years  later  became 
sole  proprietor  and  publisher.  Several  years  later  his  brother  en- 
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tered  the  firm,  but  Mr.  Mack  remained  the  editor  till  the  spring  of 
1909,  when  he  retired  from  all  active  business. 

On  Thursday  morning,  April  18,  with  his  wife,  Mr.  Mack  went 
to  Cleveland  on  a business  trip,  and  while  in  a store  in  that  city  he 
was  stricken  with  apoplexy  and  passed  away  in  a few  minutes.  He 
had  been  enjoying  the  best  of  health,  and  his  sudden  death  came 
as  a great  surprise  and  shock  to  his  wide  circle  of  friends  through- 
out the  country. 

As  the  editor  of  a newspaper  for  forty  years  Mr.  Mack  had 
few  equals  and  his  paper  was  read  widely  for  its  splendid  editorials 
on  political  and  other  topics.  On  the  subject  of  the  tariff  especially 
he  was  regarded  by  many  as  an  authority,  and  his  assistance  was 
much  sought  in  these  matters  by  the  national  leaders  of  his  political 
party,  in  which  he  was  a loyal  supporter  and  an  efficient  worker. 

He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Western  Associated  Press, 
in  which  he  had  served  as  director,  vice  president,  and  president, 
and  later  was  a prominent  member  of  the  Associated  Press,  having 
served  as  a director  of  this  organization  for  twenty  years.  When 
the  Ohio  Soldiers’  and  Sailors’  Home  was  to  be  erected  near  San- 
dusky, Ohio,  Mr.  Mack  was  chosen  president  of  the  first  board  of 
trustees,  and  one  of  the  cottages  is  named  in  his  honor.  He  was 
also  active  in  the  affairs  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  and  was  at  one  time  the 
Department  Commander  of  Ohio. 

On  October  4,  1864,  Mr.  Mack  was  married  to  Miss  Mary 
Louise  Foote,  who  had  been  his  schoolmate  at  Oberlin  College.  She, 
with  one  son,  Charles  F.  Mack,  of  Chicago,  Illinois,  and  one  daugh- 
ter, Mrs.  John  C.  Robinson,  of  Springfield,  Massachusetts,  are  the 
surviving  members  of  the  family. 

As  a patriotic  citizen,  friend,  and  benefactor,  Mr.  Mack  will  be 
long  remembered.  As  the  editor  of  a newspaper  for  forty 
years  when  personality  was  more  prominent  in  journalism 
than  today,  he  wielded  a mighty  influence,  not  only  in  the  affairs  of 
his  own  city,  but  in  the  questions  before  the  state  and  nation. 

Though  of  unquestioned  ability  and  with  few  equals  among 
his  contemporaries,  he  never  held  a high  office,  for  two  reasons.  He 
would  never  seek  any  office,  and  he  would  never  compromise  in 
principle  to  the  slightest  degree  when  opportunity  for  preferment 
presented  itself.  These  qualities  very  largely  explain  his  unofficial 
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career  though  so  admirably  qualified  for  any  of  the  highest  offices 
of  trust  within  the  gift  of  the  people.  His  forceful  personality,  his 
strong  convictions,  his  fearlessness  and  effective  methods  of  pre- 
senting and  defending  them,  his  unwavering  vigilance  in  principles 
of  righteousness,  place  him  among  the  leaders  of  the  men  of  his 
day,  and  at  the  same  time  provide  an  example  for  posterity  worthy 
of  all  who  would  serve  their  fellowmen  in  this  generation.

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Adventures  in  Self-Reliance. 

Promoted  by  a Mother  and  Recorded  by  a Son. 

“The  other  day  I heard  a woman  advising  boys  and  girls  to 
go  out  into  the  fields  and  try  their  hands  at  oil  painting.  By  so 
doing,  she  said,  some  will  make  a beginning  in  art,  and  all  will 
strengthen  their  appreciation  of  nature. 

“The  reference  to  oil  painting  caused  me  to  think  about  some- 
thing that  I have  not  thought  of  for  years — something  very  pleasant 
to  think  of,  something  about  my  mother.  I will  tell  it  very  simply, 
because  I think  that  mothers  nowadays  who  are  troubled  about  their 
boys  may  find  in  it  a suggestion.  In  the  attic  of  the  old  homestead 
where  I was  born  there  hang  to  this  day  eight  or  ten  large  oil  paint- 
ings that  I made  one  summer  when  I was  eleven  years  old.  My 
mother,  in  her  desire  to  keep  me  out  of  mischief  in  the  long  vacation, 
enrolled  me  as  a pupil  of  a teacher  of  painting  in  the  town.  I went 
to  the  studio  every  morning  at  9 o’clock  and  remained  there  until  12. 

I was  a member  of  a class  and  some  days  we  went  out  into  the  fields 
and  painted  from  nature.  The  finest  picture  in  my  collection, 
undoubtedly,  is  that  of  a cow’s  head.  It  is  almost  life  size  and  is 
pretty  good  work.  You’d  recognize  it  anywhere  as  the  portrait  of 
a cow. 

“I  have  no  illusions  about  my  ability  as  a painter.  I know  that 
as  an  artist  I had  no  talent.  But  that  experience  was  a real  ex- 
perience, a real  adventure,  and  it  kept  a boy’s  active  mind  extremely 
busy  while  it  lasted.  I made  pictures  of  everything  in  sight  and 
carried  the  odor  of  paint  about  me  from  morning  until  night.  My  ' 
mother  was  pleased,  but  I think  she  did  not  fool  herself  about  it. 
Her  idea  was  simply  to  keep  me  employed.  She  was  not  satis- 
fied that  I should  do  my  school  work  and  nothing  more.  I re- 
member that  as  soon  as  school  was  over  in  June  she  began  to  look 
around,  and  before  I had  had  a week  of  uninterrupted  play,  she 
had  a definite  special  interest  laid  out  for  me — something  that  would 
keep  me  occupied  a good  share  of  the  time.  Sometimes  I agreed 
with  the  plan  from  the  start,  sometimes  not  until  later,  and  some- 
timess  a change  had  to  be  made.  But  long  periods  of  idleness  could 
not  be  arranged  by  an  enterprising  boy  in  our  family.  Mother 
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kept  things  moving.  She  was  a born  prodder. 

“Tlie  different  kinds  of  work  that  I did  before  I went  to  col- 
lege, and  the  different  interests  I had,  would  make  a long  list.  All 
were  created  by  my  mother,  and  most  of  them  were  confined  to  the 
summer.  Ey  the  time  I was  six  or  seven  years  old,  I began  to 
take  music  lessons,  of  course.  I think  that  I did  one  thing  in  the 
music  line,  however,  that  most  boy  piano  players  never  enjoyed.  In 
church  I developed  an  enthusiasm  for  the  pipe  organ,  and  expressed 
a desire  to  try  my  hand  at  it.  My  mother  seized  upon  that  en- 
thusiasm instantly  and  realized  it  for  me.  Within  a few  days  I 
began  pipe  organ  lessons  which  lasted  for  many  weeks.  I was 
twelve  or  thirteen  years  old  and  could  barely  reach  the  pedals. 
Every  day  I went  to  church  and  practiced.  An  old  negro  pumped 
the  organ  for  me  at  ten  cents  an  hour.  For  about  a dollar  a week 
added  to  a small  fee  for  weekly  lessons,  I had  the  grandest  time 
with  a big  church  organ  that  boy  or  man  ever  had. 

“I  was  never  wildly  enthusiastic  about  physical  labor.  My 
mother  discovered  that  and  put  me  at  it.  I did  all  sorts  of  ordinary 
work — mowing  the  lawn,  milking  the  cow,  and  all  that  sort  of 
thing.  I was  the  champion  carpet  cleaner  and  potato-bug  killer  in 
our  neighborhood.  But  I intend  to  speak  only  of  the  unusual 
work  that  I was  set  to  do  as  a boy.  One  whole  summer  when  I 
was  about  fifteen,  I worked  ten  hours  a day  for  six  days  a week 
as  helper  to  a plumber.  I received  five  dollars  a week  in  wages  and 
ate  enormous  quantifies  of  food.  I ran  the  “blower”  which  is  the 
noisy  thing  that  keeps  the  metal  boiling.  Later  in  the  summer  I 
developed  into  a good  “calker.”  I learned  to  calk  a soil  pipe  joint. 
You  may  not  know  what  that  means,  but  a plumber  knows.  We 
worked,  as  I say,  ten  hours  a day.  At  noon  I went  home  to  din- 
ner— and  my!  what  a “feed”  I enjoyed.  We  had  exactly  an 
hour’s  nooning,  set  off  by  the  blowing  of  a whistle.  I knew 
what  it  was  to  work  by  the  whistle.  My  mind  keeps 
running  back  to  those  dinners,  earned  by  the  sweat  of  my 
brow.  It  is  almost  twenty  years  since  I enjoyed  that  experience. 
How  wonderful  the  table  looked  as  I came  in,  in  workingman’s 
clothes,  and  ate  the  food  that  my  mother  had  prepared.  Always 
she  made  me  tell  her  the  news  of  the  morning.  The  biggest  item 
I ever  had  to  report  was  a narrow  escape  I had  from  killing  two 
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or  three  deacons  who  came  to  inspect  a church  we  were  working 
on.  I was  up  on  a scaffold  forty  feet  above  them,  with  my 
“blower”  and  its  burden  of  molten  metal.  In  my  curriosity  to  see 
them  and  hear  them  I upset  the  “blower”  and  spilled  a quart  or 
more  of  hot  lead,  which  fell  within  three  feet  of  the  little  group. 

‘‘Two  or  three  summers  I spent  away  from  home  entirely — at 
a summer  resort.  One  summer  I waited  on  the  table,  but  the  rest 
of  the  time  I worked  in  a hotel  as  bell  boy — principally  engaged 
in  handling  and  distributing  the  mail.  One  of  the  finest  men  I 
ever  knew  I met  and  learned  to  know  when  I was  a bell  boy.  I 
mean  ex-President  Rutherford  B.  Hayes,  who  came  to  the  hotel 
each  year  to  attend  a reunion  of  his  regiment.  He  was  always  up 
early  and  out  on  the  veranda  by  half  past  six  o’clock.  We  be- 
came acquainted,  and  went  together  every  morning  before  break- 
fast to  a grocery  store  where  the  old  gentleman  bought  a basket 
of  fruit.  He  would  then  go  back  to  the  hotel  and  walk  around 
the  veranda  distributing  peaches  to  the  guests.  He  did  every- 
thing so  quietly,  so  naturally,  so  kindly.  He  was  an  old  man  and 
through  with  ambition.  It  was  quite  a marvel  to  me,  a boy  of 
thirteen  or  fourteen,  that  one  who  had  been  Senator  and  Governor 
and  President  should  be  so  gentle. 

“From  one  of  these  “summers  away”  I came  home  in  the  early 
fall  to  my  mother  with  long  pants  on — the  first  pair,  paid  for  by 
money  earned  at  the  summer  job. 

“One  of  the  most  valuable  of  my  summer  achievements — again 
at  the  instigation  of  my  mother — was  the  fair  mastery  of  shorthand 
at  the  age  of  twelve.  My  teacher  was  a neighbor  who  had  been 
an  expert  court  reporter  of  thirty  years’  practical  experience. 
He  taught  me  and  his  own  small  son  at  the  same 

time.  He  was  really  a wonder.  He  could  take  down  the  fastest  of 
speeches  and  never  miss  a syllable.  He  was  a German  and  about 
sixty  years  of  age.  He  could  take  a verbatim  report  of  a speech 
made  in  German.  I mean  that  he  translated  the  speech  as  it  went 
along,  wrote  English  shorthand  notes,  and  produced  a verbatim 
English  transcription  of  it.  We  used  to  go  to  church  with  him  every 
Sunday  and  watch  him  “take”  the  sermon,  prayers  and  everything 
else.  To  prove  his  skill  we  would  take  the  Bible  reading,  which 
we  later  checked  up  with  the  “good  book.”  One  of  us  sat  on  each 
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side  of  him.  He  could  take  a fast  speech  with  remarkable  ease. 
He  had  the  art  of  “phrasing”  thoroughly  in  hand.  As  all  re- 
porters know  that  is  the  secret  of  fast  shorthand  writing.  He  was 
a splendid  teacher— patient  and  thorough,  with  some  of  that  sense  of, 
wonder  which  seems  to  be  at  the  bottom  of  so  much  good  work.  He 
was  proud  of  his  quickness  of  mind  and  hand.  His  eyes  gleaned, 
when  under  the  watch,  he  dashed  off  200,  210,  240  words  of  new 
stuff”  a minute.  We  used  to  test  him  and  he  was  always  ready  for 
the  race.  Under  his  careful  energetic  training  I learned 
to  write  shorthand  fairly  well — much  better  I mean  than  the  ordinary 
office  stenographer  can  write.  He  taught  us  thoroughly  and  com- 
pelled us  to  be  accurate.  In  a few  months  (we  carried  the  en- 
thusiasm along  with  us  into  the  school  year)  I could  write  100 
words  a minute.  Years  later — in  college — I earned  a good  deal  of 
sioney  through  shorthand  work.  It  was  perhaps  natural  that  out 
of  the  shorthand  experience  there  came,  when  I was  seventeen  or 
so,  a summer  “try”  at  newspaper  reporting  on  a country  paper  at 
a dollar  a column.  Not  long  after,  in  fact  the  next  sum- 
mer, the  summer  before  I entered  college — I got  a job 
as  police  reporter  on  a large  city  newspaper  at  ten  dollars  a 
week.  I was  eighteen  years  old  and  made  hundreds  of  mistakes, 
but  because  my  mother  had  kept  me  at  work  and  mingling  with  peo- 
ple, I got  on  well  enough  to  hold  my  place. 

“There  were  other  interesting  summer  adventures  promoted  by 
my  mother,  but  these  are  more  than  enough  for  anybody  to  read.  I 
am  sorry  that  I cannot  invite  you  to  the  next  White  House  recep- 
tion, because  surely  you  will  expect  to  find  a model  boy  like  me 
sitting  in  the  Presidential  chair.  My  mother  never  had  any  ex- 
aggerated idea  about  her  children,  however.  She  had,  and  stifl- 
has,  a perfect  sense  of  humor.  What  she  was  concerned  about 
was  devising  ways  and  means  to  keep  her  sons  out  of  the  peni- 
tentiary and  free  from  all  entanglements  with  homes  for  the 
feeble-minded.  She  got  us  all  to  earning  an  honest  living,  and 
when  she  had  achieved  that  she  breathed  an  enormous  sigh  of  re- 
lief. It  was  a big  job,  and  all  ordinary  people  find  it  so.”

LETTER  FROM  FOO  CHOW, 
CHINA 

Foo  Chow,  Nov.  23,  1911. 

In  the  last  three  weeks  history  has 
been  making  fast.  There  is  no  time 
or  opportunity  to  tell  much  for  I am 
now  on  duty  in  the  hospital  watch- 
ing at  a death  bed.  I have  watched 
at  a number  of  death  beds  in  these 
past  two  weeks. 

Since  the  last  message  left  for 
Oberlin,  Foochow  has  fallen,  the  city 
has  been  partially  destroyed  and  the 
Imperial  Government  which  for  three 
and  a half  centuries  held  sway,  has 
been  replaced  by  a military  govern- 
ment with  a dictator  at  its  head.. 
The  days  of  ancient  Rome  have  re- 
vived. The  news  you  received  where 
I dwelt  on  the  Foochow  happenings 
was  that  the  city  was  rapidly  being 
deserted,  people  were  fleeing,  carry- 
ing with  them  every  moveable  thing 
from  their  homes.  What  a picture 
South  Street  presented  the  last  few 
days  before  the  gates  closed  locking 
us  in  with  the  contending  force ! One 
continuous  line  of  sedan  chairs  load- 
ed to  the  very  shoulders  of  the  cool- 
ies who  bore  them.  Following  the 
chairs  came  house-hold  paraphernalia 
of  every  description,  from  the  do- 
mestic pussy  to  the  clumsy  bed  bot- 
toms upon  which  the  people  slept. 
Thousands  of  loads  passed  through 
the  gates  every  day  while  the  inflow- 
ing “dangs”  brought  ammunition, 
guns  and  rice  for  the  army.  The 
Consul  came  in  on  the  evening  of 
November  7th  and  ordered  our 
ladies  out.  The  American  Torpedo 
Boat  Destroyer  Bambridge  landed 
marines  and  sen;  six  into  the  city  to 


act  as  guard  during  the  siege.  En- 
sign Smith  was  in  charge.  I can 
convey  no  impression  in  regard  to 
the  excitement  that  prevailed  during 
the  days  of  flight  and  those  follow- 
ing during  which  hostilities  were  car- 
ried on.  We  had  hard  work  keeping 
our  people  quiet.  The  .school  boys 
all  but  rose  in  .rebellion,  they  were 
so  overcome  with  fear. 

On  November  8th  the  ladies  all 
left.  I sent  out  a suit  case  full  of 
clothes  with  Mrs.  Peet  and  saw  them 
safely  through  the  South  Gate,  then 
returned  to  our  city  compound  and 
prepared  for  the  siege.  We  closed 
all  the  messes  but  two.  Feet’s  and 
Hodous’  and  I was  put  in  charge  of 
the  Commissary  Department.  We 
quartered  the  sailors  in  Dr.  Kin- 
near’s  Operating  Pavilion  where 
they  are  still  located.  I must  say 
they  are  a fine  group  of  men.  All 
day  (November  8th)  we  spent  pre- 
paring for  anything  that  might  take 
place.  Every  exit  but  one  was  bar- 
racaded,  nailing  all  the  gates  and 
strengthening  the  weak  places.  The 
blue  jackets  worked  with  a will  and 
by  evening  we  had  everything  se- 
cure. 

(Just  interrupted  by  my  patient.) 

On  the  evening  of  November  8th 
the  Sergeant  detailed  the  guard.  I 
was  made  Corporal  of  the  Guard 
from  4 a.  m.  to  8 a.  m.  Turned  in 
about  II  p.  m.  November  8th.  We 
could  see  the  Revolutionary  Army 
taking  station  on  White  Pagoda  Hill 
not  300  yards  away  from  the  Mission 
Compound.  About  3:50  p.  m.,  No- 
vember gth,  Mr.  Peet  called  me  out 
to  see  the  lights  in  the  sky  sent  up 
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as  signals  between  the  armies. ' We 
were  informed  that  the  bombardment 
of  the  Tartar  Quarter  was  to  begin 
at  4 a.  m-,  so  I had  but  a short  time 
to  wait..  E.xactly  at  4 a.  m.  the  first 
rifle  cracked,  followed  by  a volley 
from  the  South  Gate,  after  which  a 
general  fussilade  took  place  right  over 
our  heads.  It  was  dark  enough  to 
see  the  flash  from  the  artillery  fire 
and  to  note  the  rtfle  flashes.  For 
an  hour  there  was  a steady  fire  from 
the  hill  back  of  our  Mission  toward 
ahe  Tartar  Quarter.  There  were 
only  about  1000  Manchu  soldiers 
with  perhaps  a population  in  the  Tar- 
tar Quarter  numbering  some  3000 
or  4000.  The  Tartar  General  who 
was  the  only  one  of  the  Manchee  of- 
ficials to  give  in,  refused  to  lead  his 
troops  and  so  they  were  left  to  their 
own  devices. 

It  was  about  half  an  hour  after  the 
first  rifle  was  fired  that  the  burning 
of  the  City  began.  We  could  see 
the  fires  as  they  began  their  work  of 
destruction.  First  one  Gamen  to  the 
northeast  of  us  began  and  was  soon 
wrapped  in  flames,  then  another  fire 
was  started  in  the  Chinese  quarters 
and  soon  enveloped  the  entire  section 
of  the  city,  still  another  farther  to 
the  east,  until  it  seemed  as  if  the 
entire  northeast  section  of  the  city 
must  be  wiped  out.  It  certainly  was 
a fascinating  sight.  The  firing  from 
the  Artillery  continued  during  the 
day  at  intervals,  intermingled  with 
volleys  from  the  Infantry  forces.  At 
daylight  the  Ensign  ran  up  a large 
Red  Cross  flag  at  the  Hospital  Mast 
head  with  the  Stars  and  Stripes  un- 
derneath. 6 a.  m.  the  wounded  began 
to  pour  into  our  Compound  and 
from  that  time  until  late  November 
TOth  we  received  them.  The  first  one 


to  be  brought  in  to  us  was  a lad  of 
12  years.  A bullet  had  plunged 
through  his  lip  leaving)  a ragged 
wake  behind  some  three  inches  long 
by  one-half  inch  wide.  Another  bul- 
let plowed  down  his  leg  for  four 
inches,  leaving  a deep  groove  to  be 
drawn  together. 

The  last  wounded  to  be  brought 
into  the  Operating  Pavilion  was  an 
old  Manchu  70  years  old.  His  leg 
was  shattered  so  we  had  to  take  it 
off  above  the  knee.  I was  relieved 
shortly  after  6 a.  m.  from  guard  duty 
and  took  my  place  at  the  operating 
table  along  side  of  Dr.  Kinnear,  as- 
sisting him  in  dressing  the  cases. 
Over  650  were  brought  to  us  and 
some  of  them  shot  and  mangled  in 
frightful  manner.  I assisted  with 
seven  amputations  and  the  dressing 
of  the  greater  number  of  cases.  The 
Chinese  Red  Cross  Corps  carried 
the  wounded  into  the  Compound  and 
as  soon  as  they  emptied  their  stretch- 
ers of  their  bloody  burdens  they  went 
up  the  hill  after  others.  For  a time 
the  only  wounded  brought  into  our 
hospital  were  those  from  the  ranks 
of  the  Revolutionary  party,  but  by 
the  second  morning  the  Manchee 
wounded  began  to  arrive  and  kept 
us  busy  most  of  November  loth. 

The  Tartar  General  was  taken 
prisoner  some  time  during  the  pth 
and  executed  nexft  day.  One  of  the 
most  disgraceful  acts  perpetrated  by 
the  Rebel  Army. 

I cannot  stop  to  give  much  more 
in  detail  for  I will  not  have  a chance 
to  continue  long.  The  days  since 
the  bombardment  have  been  so  busy 
that  I have  not  had  time  to  sleep 
properly,  let  alone  write.  Seventeen 
hours  some  days  have  been  my  rec- 
ord. I have  watched  at  the  bedside 
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of  a number  of  dying  men  and  hav« 
assisted  in  numbers  of  operations.  I 
saw  green  death  stalk  about  through 
the  ward  and  lay  his  chilly  fingers  on 
a number  of  the  men.  It  is  never  an 
easy  experience.  The  Chinese  will 
not  touch  the  men  after  they  are 
dead  and  so  we  have  to  handle  them 
ourselves.  I carried  all  the  amputat- 
ed arms  and  legs  out  into  the  morgue 
and  had  them  placed  in  a coffin  with 
one  of  the  dead  men.  The  coolies 
that  carried  that  man  out  -did  not 
know  what  to  make  of  the  case,  for 
they  saw  four  legs  and  an  extra  arm 
in  the  coffin. 

Dr.  Kinnear  put  me  in  charge  of 
the  hospital  so  I have  had  my  hands 
full  organizing,  numbering  beds, 
making  out  charts,  assigning  nurses 
their  hours  and  securing  supplies. 
Some  of  the  patients  we  laid  in  the 
College  Chapel  and  had  night  and 
day  nurses  tending  them.  We  have 
(twelve  days  after  the  fight)  twenty 
serious  cases  on  hand. 

The  'Consuls,  British  and  American, 
have  felt  it  necessary  to  call  all  the 
missionaries  in  from  the  out-stations. 
Many  of  the  Meithodist  and  English 
missionaries  are  already  in  Foochow. 
All  the  Diong  Looh  and  Inghok 
folks  are  in.  General  Sung  sent  an 
armed  force  up  after  them  to  afford 
them  protection. 

November  26,  igii. 

A page  these  days  is  much  better 
than  silence,  and  so  I will  at  least 
scratch  off  one  page.  We  are  work- 
ing hard.  The  close  of  a day  finds 
me  with  very  little  ambition  left  for 
letters.  The  wounded  in  the  hospital 
and  day  patients  that  come  to  us  for 
dressing  keep  us  pretty  busy.  Since 
last  writing  you  I have  assisted  in 
another  amputation  and  have  daily 


lent  a hand  in  the  hospital  dressings- 
It  is  such  very  interesting  work  es- 
pecially when  you  have  a part  in  the 
real  surgical  work. 

Our  sadlor  guards  left  us  yester- 
day, having  been  recalled  by  their 
captain  and  now  we  have  all  our  own 
guarding.  The  Consul  told  me  yes- 
terday that  he  had  received  orders 
from  Peking  to  call  in  all  foreigners 
and  not  to  let  them  return  until  he 
received  orders  from  the  legation. 
Things  are  very  much  unsettled.  At 
present  we  have  a military  govern- 
ment arid  it  is  hard  to  say  where 
dissatisfaction  may  arise.  General 
Sung  has  ordered  foreigners  to  keep 
out  of  the  Manchu  district  here  in 
Foochow  for  he  is  not  willing  to  be 
he'ld  responsible  for  anything  that 
may  happen.  Yesterday  the  news 
came  that  several  foreigners  have 
been  killed  in  the  North,  school 
buildings  burned  and  a general  anti- 
foreign  demonstration.  What  is  to 
be  the  outcome?  How  much  they 
need  the  Father’s  love  and  direction. 
Pray  for  the  Church  'here  in  our 
midst  that  there  may  be  those  who 
shall  stand  fast.

Professor  A.  S.  Root  writes  that 
he  is  enjoying  his  stay  in  Paris  where 
for  some  time  he  has  been  working 
half  of  each  day  in  the  National  Li- 
brary. A previous  letter  which  has 
not  been  received  probably  went 
down  with  the  Titanic. 

The  Oberlin  Theological  Seminary 
Commencement  will  be  held  on  May 
23,  two  weeks  later  than  last  year. 
This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Sem- 
inary Faculty  have  lengthened  their 
Spring  term  by  two  weeks.  Dr. 
Shaler  Mathews,  Dean  of  Chicago 
University  Divinity  School  will 
give  the  main  address.  The  Sem- 
inary men  co'nsider  they  are  fortu- 
nate in  having  so  brilliant  a speaker 
as  Dr.  Mathews. 

Dr.  G.  P.  Jackson  of  the  German 
department  is  preparing  a course  of 
illustrated  lectures  upon  German 
art,  architecture,  painting  and  sculp- 
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ture.  His  treatment  of  the  archi- 
tecture will  consider  especially  the 
four  periods  of  the  Carlovingian,  the 
Romanesque,  the  Gothic  and  the  Ro- 
manesque. Ur.  Jackson  is  also  pre- 
paring for  publication  an  article 
upon  the  metrical  form  of  the  Ger- 
man folk  song.  This  article  will  be 
a forerunner  to  its  writer's  doctoral 
dissertation,  ‘A  study  in  Lessing’s 
Lieder,”  which  will  soon  appear  in 
Modern  Philology. 

The  Haskell  lecturer  for  1912-13 
will  be  the  Reverend  Hastings  Rash- 
dall,  Canon  of  Hereford,  Fellow  of 
New  York  College  and  Lecturer  in 
Oxford  University.  This  lecture- 
ship established  a few  years  ago  by 
Mrs.  Caroline  E.  Haskell,  w.ith  a 
principal  of  $20,000  is  devoted  to 
maintaining  a permanent  opportunity 
for  students  to  share  in  the  develop- 
ment of  research  in  oriental  litera- 
ture bearing  upon  the  Bible  and 
Christian  teaching. 

Professor  Kemper  Fullerton  will 
represent  the  Theological  Seminary 
at  the  one  hundredth  anniversary  of 
the  founding  of  Princeton  Theologi- 
cal Seminary  at  Princeton  May  sev- 
enth to  ninth.  Professor  Fullerton 
will  also  represent  the  College  at 
the  inauguration  of  Mr.  John  Grier 
Hi'bben  as  President  of  Princeton 
University  May  eleventh. 

Professor  Thomas  N.  Carver  of 
Harvard  has  published  ‘The  Princi- 
ples of  Rural  Economics.” 

Dr.  F.  E.  Leonard  is  president  of 
the  Society  of  Directors  of  Physical 
Education  in  Colleges. 

Professor  G.  Waltier  Fiske  has 
been  elected  a member  of  a commit- 
tee of  four  which  is  working  on  a 
report  to  be  presented  to  the  Rural 
Commission  of  the  International 


Sunday  School  Association.  The 
subject  under  consideration  is  con- 
cerning the  “Changes  in  Sunday 
School  Methods.” 

For  the  next  year  the  general  sec- 
retary of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  will  be 
asked  to  give  only  half  her  time  to 
the  work  of  the  Association.  It  is 
expected  that  the  position  will  be 
given  to  some  graduate  student  who 
wishes  to  work  for  a graduate  de- 
gree and  devote  part  of  her  time 
to  the  Y.  W.  C.  A. 

The  attractiveness  of  the  loby  of 
the  Men’s  Building  has  been  in- 
creased by  the  addition  of  daven- 
ports and  rugs.  These  were  added 
through  the  generosity  of  the  donor 
of  the  building. 

George  Vincent,  President  of  the 
University  of  Minnesota  will  deliver 
the  Commencement  address  this 
year. 

The  American  Geographical  Soci- 
ety has  loaned  to  the  geological  de- 
partment a very  fine  collection  of 
maps  wlhich  are  being  exhibited  in 
the  basement  of  Rice  Hall 

A ballot  shows  that  the  men  of 
the  institution  favor  “Oberlin  Men’s 
uuilding”  as  a name  for  tlte  structure 
devoted  to  their  interests. 

Dr.  Armstrong  will  spend  the  com- 
ing summer  in  Europe.  Leaving 
America  a/bout  the  middle  of  June  he 
will  go  direct  to  Rome,  Italy,  in  the 
vicinity  of  which  place  he  will  give 
the  greater  part  of  the  summer  to 
study.  In  September  he  will  return 
to  America  by  way  of  a French  port 
after  a brief  journey  over  the  Conti- 
nent. 

D.  Windzor  Jones  has  presented 
his  resignation  as  secretary,  to  take 
effect  at  the  end  of  the  school  year. 
The  resignation  was  accepted.  Mr. 
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Jones  has  held  the  position  as  secre- 
tary for  three  years,  having  been  ap- 
pointed after  his  graduation  from 
the  College  in  1909.  He  leaves  to 
take  the  position  of  boys’  work  sec- 
retary in  the  Elyria  Y.  M-  C.  A.  The 
Elyria  Association  is  a new  one,  hav- 
ing been  organized  this  year.  It  will 
occupy  a new  $15,000  building,  which 
is  being  erected.  Mr.  Jones  begins 
his  work  in  Elyria  September  5. 

Wflliams  S.  Ament,  who  for  the 
two  past  years  has  been  an  instruc- 
tor in  English  in  the  College,  has  ac- 
cepted a call  as  a member  of  the 
English  department  at  Pomona  Col- 
lege, Pomona,  California.  Mr. 
Ament  will  pursue  graduate  work 
in  English  at  Harvard  during  the 
summer  session  of  that  University.

Professor  Eva  Oakes  attended  the 
convention  of  College  Art  Teachers 
held  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  the  last 
week  in  April.

April  3 — Spring  term  begins. 

April  4 — Professor  Fisher  of  Yale 
University  delivered  the  monthly  lec- 
ture. Professor  Fisher  is  a leader 
in  the  public  health  movement  and  it 
was  on  this  subj  ect  that  he  spoke.  He 
lamented  the  lack  of  trustworthy 
vital  statistics  in  this  country,  toild 
of  the  great  advance  that  had  been 


made  in  many  of  the  European  coun- 
tries in  public  health  and  spoke  of 
the  steps  which  were  being  taken  in 
this  country  in  that  direction,  notably 
the  increasing  interest  in  eugenics. 
Perhaps  the  portion  of  his  address 
that  aroused  the  greatest  interest  was 
his  reference  to  the  regulation  for- 
bidding the  use  of  tobacco  in  Oberlin 
College.  He  vigorously  condemned 
the  use  of  tobacco  as  one  of  the  men- 
aces to  the  public  health. 

April  5-6 — Special  chapel  services 
in  preparation  for  Easter  were  held. 
President  King  led  and  solos  from 
the  Messiah  .were  sung  by  Mrs. 
Adams  and  Mr.  Harroun. 

April  8 — ^First  and  second  places  in 
the  junior  oratorical  contest  were 
won  by  C.  M.  Roberts  and  R.  C. 
Whitehead,  both  of  Phi  Delta-  Third 
place  was  won  by  J.  R.  Davis  of  Al- 
pha Zeta. 

April  9 — Rev.  J.  N.  Pierce  spoke 
at  Chapel  on  the  observance  of  Sun- 
day in  Oberlin.  Mr.  Pierce’s  appeal 
was  for  a more  careful  observance  of 
the  day  and  a more  conscientious  at- 
tendance at  church.  So  few  students 
have  been  attending  the  morning  ser- 
vices that  a short  sermon  is  now 
preached  at  the  vesper  service  in  the 
Second  Church  with  the  intention  of 
thus  reaching  some  w'ho  do  not  at- 
tend any  other  service. 

April  10 — There  has  been  so  much 
disturbance  in  the  reading  room  of 
the  library  that  the  faculty  passed  a 
rule  forbiding  all  communication  be- 
tween readers  on  pain  of  being  tem- 
porarily deprived  of  the  privileges  of 
the  reading  rooms.  Since  the  pass- 
age of  this  rule  the  order  has  been 
greatly  improved. 

April  II — President  King  gave  sev- 
eral chapel  talks  on  the  “smoking 
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rule.”  He  presented  in  a very  ade- 
quate way  the  reasons  for  the  rule, 
pointed  out  the  danger  of  becoming 
a slave  to  the  use  of  tobacco  or  to 
any  other  habit,  spoke  of  the  deleter- 
ious effects  which  the  use  of  tobacco 
has  on  the  system  and  of  the  danger 
of  its  leading  to  the  use  of  other 
drugs. 

April  IS — The  faculty  voted  to 
grant  "Final  Honors”  at  the  gradua- 
tion to  students  majoring  in  the  vari- 
ous departments.  The  honors  are  to 
be  granted  for  either  the  satisfactory 
completion  of  additional  assigned 
work,  or  an  examination  covering 
work  extending  over  a pre-arranged 
and  definite  field  of  know'ledge.  The 
details  of  the  system  are  to  be  work- 
ed out  by  a committee  of  the  faculty- 

April  i6 — Recital  by  Elena  Ger- 
hardt. 

April  17 — Hamilton  Holt  of  the 
Independent  delivered  the  U.  L.  A. 
lecture.  His  subject  was,  “Commer- 
cialism and  Journalism.”  He  pointed 
out  that  as  60  per  cent,  of  the  reve- 
nue of  a paper  usually  comes  from 
the  advertising  there  is  great  Gan- 
ger of  the  editorial  policy  being 
thus  controlled. 

April  17 — Bishop  Spaulding  of 
Utah  gave  an  interesting  chapel  talk. 
He  spoke  of  the  great  need  there  is 
among  college  men  of  a realization 
of  their  obligation  to  serve  the  com- 
munities in  which  they  live.  He  said 
that  it  had  been  his  experience  that 
college  men  were  rather  slower  than 
other  men  to  realize  such  obligations 
to  social  service. 

.April  20 — The  first  base  ball  game 
of  the  season  was  with  Baldwin  Uni- 
versity. Oberlin  won.  The  score 
was  9-3.  The  contest  was  one-sided 
and  was  interesting  only  as  it  show- 


ed that  Oberlin  has  a good  deal  of 
good  material  to  draw  from  this  sea- 
son. In  Dwight  Bradley  the  varsity 
seems  to  have  a very  good  left  hand- 
ed pitcher  and  he  will  be  ably  second- 
ed by  Wasson  of  the  sophomore 
class.

OBERLIN  ASSOCIATION  OF 
ILLINOIS 

One  hundred  and  ninety-two  of  the 
alumni  and  former  students  of  Ober- 
lin  congratulated  themselves  on  Sat- 
urday, March  23,  that  they  had  had 
a real  reunion.  They  were  members 
of  the  Oberlin  Association  of  Illi- 
nois, and  came  together  in  most  com- 
fortable quarters  at  the  La  Salle 
Hotel,  Chicago. 

The  unqualified  success  of  the  oc- 
casion was  in  large  measure  due 
to  a new  departure  on  the  part  of 
the  executive  committee,  who  pro- 
posed to  have  a noon  luncheon  in- 
stead of  the  customary  dinner  in  the 
evening.  This  enabled  large  num- 
bers from  outside  the  city  to  be  pres- 
ent who  could  not  otherwise  have 
come,  and  did  away  with  any  feeling 
of  haste  after  the  luncheon  proper  so 
that  a good  old-fashioned  “gabfest”, 
interspersed  with  songs,  lasted  until 
late  in  the  afternoon.

OBERLIN  COLLEGE  LIVING  ENDOWMENT  UNION 
ANNUAL  REPORT 

Present  Condition 

March  31.  1912,  there  were  outstanding  1311  subscriptions,  on  which 
there  is  due  annually  $4561.30;  and  the  payments  thereon  during  the  year 
ending  on  that  date  amount  to  $3711.60. 

There  is  being  subscribed  through  the  Union  an  Academy  Fund,  on 
which  there  has  been  pledged  $191.25,  and  $70.25  paid  in  cash. 

Business  of  the  Year 

Deaths  made  a heavy  reduction  in  our  subscription  account,  and,  in- 
cluding withdrawals,  cut  the  amount  down  $285.00.  But  the  class  of  1911  sub- 
scribed $316.25;  W.  W.  Beal,  committeeman  for  1903,  secured  three  pledges 
from  his  class,  and  these,  with  some  other  small  subscriptions,  enable  us  to 
show  a net  gain  in  outstanding  subscriptions  of  $61.  The  number  of  out- 
standing subscriptions  has  increased  139. 

T.  F.  Daniels  of  ’72,  has  paid  in  full,  the  principal  of  his  subscription. 
We  now  have  four  such  paid  up  subscriptions,  the  income  only  of  which  is 
included  in  our  statements. 

Deaths 

The  organization  has  lost  by  death  during  the  year  some  of  its  most 
valuable  friends:  Mrs.  Sarah  C.  Little  ’59,  a faithful  member  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Board  from  the  beginning, — present  at  every  meeting;  Charles  F. 
Cox  ’69,  one  of  our  largest  subscribers ; William  H.  Tibballs  ’75,  also 
a liberal  giver  to  the  Fund;  Mrs.  Louise  Fitch  Atkinson  '60;  Professor  L. 
F.  Parker  ’51 ; G.  L.  W.  Kilbon  ’03;  John  A.  Steele  ’08;  and  Royal  J.  Jenkins 
Ti. 

Collections 

In  September,  1911,  we  started  in  with  a list  of  162  delinquents  (for  one 
payment  only),  to  whom  a special  letter  was  sent  with  return  stamped 
envelope.  The  list  is  now  reduced  to  55. 

The  Income — How  Expended 

From  the  President’s  Annual  Report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  August 
31,  1911  : 

“From  members  of  the  Living  Endowment  Union,  $3,691.74.  Of  this 
amount  $879.26  was  paid  to  the  Alumni  Magazine  for  subscriptions  of  mem- 
bers and  $400.00  was  counted  as  part  of  the  New  Half  Million  Endowment 
and  is  credited  among  gifts  for  capital  account,  leaving  the  net  gift  from  the 
Living  Endowment  Union  for  current  expenses,  $2,412.48,  which  was  applied 
as  follows : As  requested  by  certain  donors,  $10.00  was  credited  to  the 
Library,  and  $20.00  was  used  for  special  student  aid;  by  vote  of  the  Pru- 
dential Committee  $100.00  was  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  equipment 
for  the  Academy;  $300-00  for  the  purchase  of  a Microscope  for  the  Depart- 
ment of  Botany;  $540.50  for  special  repairs  in  Peters  Hall;  $19.13  to  purchase 
maps  for  the  Departments  of  Greek  and  Latin,  and  $29.73  to  replace  shrubs 
on  the  campus;  th.e  balance,  $1,393.12,  was  used  for  current  expense  in  the 
University  department.”
